“Un p receden ted sho rtag es o f man 
p o wer an d tran sp o rtatio n facilities 
g ro win g o u t o f the war co mp el ear­ 
ly mailin g . The Po stal Serv ice has 
g iv en 5 0,000 ex p erien ced emp lo y ees 
to the armed fo rces an d 3 00,000 rail­ 
ro ad 
wo rkers hav e g o n e to war. 
Eq u ally serio u s is the fact that rail 
an d o ther tran sp o rt facilities are 
tax ed to the limit with the g reat bu r­ 
den o f war traffic which all o f u s 
kn o w mu st take p receden ce.
